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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The problem addressed by the instant method is to provide a process for 
obtaining a low molecular weight polymers of polytetrahydrofuran (PTHF) or of the 
tetrahydrofuran (THF) copolymers which may be removed effectively and at very low 
cost and inconvenience from a methanolic crude product after transesterification of the 
mono- and/or diesters of polytetrahydrofuran or tetrahydrofuran copolymers with 
methanol. [See page 2, lines 18-21]. 

This problem is solved by a process which is defined by the claimed invention, 
addressing the problem by providing a distillative process, further described at page 2, 
lines 25-39. No such process is disclosed or suggested in the cited reference. 

Thus, the subject matter of claims 1 - 1 6 is neither disclosed by the prior art nor is obvious. 
The claims are deemed allowable over the prior of record.
